RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 



Applicant respectfully requests that any listed document be considered by the 
Examiner and be made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Form 
PTO/SB/08 be returned in accordance with MPEP §609. 

The abstract of Japanese Patent Document JP 2000-274935 discloses a cooling 
chamber arranged with a cooler and a fan on the underside of a shelf to chill air that is blown 
rearward by means of a fan 1 7 and guided upward by means of an equalizer plate 24. After 
circulating through a mounting space 19 above a shelf 18 while advancing forward and 
upward as shown by an arrow, the chilled air is guided downward by an equalizer plate 26 at 
the front end of a top heat insulating panel 12 and returned into a cooling chamber 13 from a 
chill inlet 21 . When an article to be refrigerated or frozen is placed into the mounting space 
19 above the shelf 18 in a low temperature shelf unit 6, the article is cooled even during 
delivery from a supplementary vestibule to a working room. 

The abstract of European Patent Document EP0916 291B1 discloses: A separate 
compressor system (24) cools the evaporator (16) of the display cabinet (1) and chilled air is 
circulated by a fan (20). Hot defrosting gas may be circulated through the evaporator through 
a pipe (42) controlled by a control unit (23) during which time the sterilizing lamp (22) is 
switched on. 

The abstract of European Patent Document EP 0 701 097 Bl discloses: Under the 
display surface on which the goods are exposed, an evaporator (11) comprising a zig-zag 
array or tubes with a cover plate (6) is supplied with coolant from a cooling unit (9). 
Condensate is collected in a trough (13) and drained (14) into a container (15). The floor (7) 
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of the display cabinet may be cooled by a special refrigerator or by integral coolant channels 
(7a) fed from a branch (10b) of the main circuit (10a). 

The German Patent Document DT 25 05 390 Al discloses: A display case for 
refrigerated products. The case includes shelving and a cooling system in a base portion of 
the case, for distributing air within the case.
